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At YouTube, we work hard to maintain a safe and vibrant community. We have Community Guidelines that set 
the rules of the road for what we don’t allow on YouTube. We give YouTube creators the option to appeal video 
removals or restrictions in case they think we made a mistake. If a creator chooses to submit an appeal, it goes 
to human review, and the decision is either upheld or reversed. This section of the report provides data on the 
appeals YouTube receives for Community Guidelines video removals.
